Your  attention  is  particularly  called  to  General 
Order,  No.  3,  issued  from  the  Adjutant  General's 
office.  The  Governor  therein  oalls  for  ten  thou- 
sand, (10,000)  of  the  militia  of  the  State,  to  serve 
for  six  months.  This  call  is  made  that  an  end 
may  be  put  to  the  pending  war  during  this  sum- 
mer, and  the  fall  find  us  enjoying  all  the  bless- 
ings of  peace.  You  are  urgently  requested  to  take 
this  matter  in  hand  at  once,  and  raise  a  battal- 
ion, or  if  not  a  battalion,  at  least  a  company  from 
your  Regimental  District,  and  report  with  them 
to  the  nearest  point  of  rendesvous.  The  limited 
time  allowed  requires  that  we  should  commence 
work  immediately  and  work  in  earnest.  Having 
been  honorod  by  the  strouj;est  recommendations 
from  your  country,  and  through  the  tru,st  thereby 
imposed  iu  you  been  commissioned  by  bis  Excel- 
lenoy  the  Governor  to  an  important  military  oom- 
mand,  we  are  entitled  to  call  upon  and  demand 
your  earnost  efforts  to  raise  the  men  required  in 
this  call.  I  hopo  to  hear  a  good  report  from  you 
in  a  few  days.  The  number  of  men  required  are 
to  be  raised,  and  if  tbey  are  not  f<  rthootning  by 
volunteers,  a  draft  will  be  promptly  resjrted  to, 
and  counties  which  have  heretofore  been  delin- 
quent, will  be  compellod  to  respond.

The  attention  of  county  court  clerks,  assessors, 
and  all  others  interested,  is  called  to  the  subjoin- 
ed opinion  of  Gen.  Johx  M  Uarlak,  Attorney 
General  of  the  State.  I  find  in  many  of  the  coun- 
ties that  the  civil  officers,  either  through  ignorance 
of  the  law  or  negligence,  have  failed  to  collect 
the  taxes  and  fines  due  from  the  militia,  and  pay 
the  same  into  the  State  Treasury. 

As  it  is  the  determination  to  enforce  the  provis- 
ions of  the  law,  and  render  the  militia  of  the 
State  effective,  all  delinquents  will  be  rigidly  in- 
vestigated, and  the  parties  failing  in  the  perform* 
anoe  of  duty  will  be  promply  proceeded  against  in 
tho  Fiscal  Court  at  Fraukfort,  or  other  court  of 
proper  jurisdiction.

Sir:  In  response  to  questions  propounded  by 
you,  involving  a  construction  of  various  provis 
ions  of  the  "State  Guard  law,"  I  have  to  say — 

1.  It  is  the  duty  of  assessors  to  prepare  a  lift, 
annually,  of  all  persons  litblo  tu  be  enrolled,  liv- 
ing within  their  respective  limits;  and  it  is  their 
duty  to  place  a  roll  of  all  such  names  iu  the  hands 
of  the  clerk  of  the  county  iu  which  such  persons 
live,  before  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year. 

2.  The  law  provides  fortho election  of  regimen 
tal,  battalion,  and  c  unpany  officer*  at  certain 
times  and  places,  and  in  a  prescribed  manner.  It 
also  provides  for  regimental,  battaliou,  and  com- 
pany drills  aud  musters  ut  stated  time*. 

3.  It  Is  the  duty  ofoacb  company  oomminder, 
within  ten  days  aftercach  muster  or  drill,  to  leave 
with  the  clerk  of  the  county  oourl  a  list  of  the 
names  of  all  members  of  their  respective  com- 
panies who  shall  have  attended  said  muster  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  the  law.  On 
every  member  of  the  enrolled  militia  not  thue  re- 
turned, "there  shall  be  assessed,  in  lieu  of  the 
military  service  which  he  owes  to  the  State,  the 
sum  of  fifteen  oents  for  each  musteror  drill  which 
such  person  has  not  attended,  properly  armed  anil 
equipped;  and  the  aggregate  of  such  sums  due 
from  each  person  shall  be  oollected  from  such  per- 
ions  in  the  year  uext  ensuing  utter  their  failure 
thus  to  attend  such  musters,  m  the  same  manner, 
and  by  the  same  moans,  ■  .  are  provided  for  col- 
lecting the  county  levy." 

4.  If  commandants  of  companies  do  not  return 
any  persons  as  having  been  present  at  tho  pre- 
scribed musters  and  drill-  the  officers  charged 
with  the  collection  of  the  county  levy  should  pre- 
sume that  none  of  the  enrolled  militia  were  pres- 
ent, and  therefore  assess  and  ollect  th*  fine  of  fif- 
teen cents  from  every  member  of  the  enrolled  militia 
in  the  county  where  euch  defaalte  occur.  The  like 
presumption  should  be  indulged  and  acted  upon 
where  the  people  in  any  county  have  failed  to  at- 
tend and  elect  officers  of  the  enrolled  militia.  If 
the  failure  of  the  enrolled  militia  to  elect  their 
officers  is  permitted  to  relieve  them  frot_  the  as- 
sessment of  fifteen  cents,  in  lltu  of  military  ser- 
vice, the  manifest  object  of  the  Legislature  in  or- 
ganising the  militia  would  be  defeated. 

i.  If,  however,  assessors  fail  to  make  and  re 
turn  a  list  of  the  enrolled  militia  to  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk*  in  due  time,  there  oan  be  no  ea 
sessment  and  cotleotoo  of  the  fine  of  fifteon  cents, 
because  the  civil  officers  would  have  no  basis  upon 
which  to  act  or  determine  who  constituted  the  en- 
rolled militia.  The  remedy,  in  suoh  cases,  is 
against  the  delinquent  assessor,  who  may  be  fined 
not  less  than  $20  nor  more  than  $500  for  every 
neglect  of  duty  under  the  State  Guard  law 

6.  Judges  of  elections  for  officers  to  command 
battalions  and  companies  may  be  appointed  by 
the  senior  officer  of  the  regimental  district,  or  in 
such  other  manner  as  tho  Governor,  through  the 
Inspector  General,  may  prescribe.

It  having  become  evident  that  no  reasona- 
ble garrison  ot  United  Statea  troops  can 
protect  the  several  counties  of  the  Slate 
Irora  the  small  bandti  of  guerrillas,  horse 
thieves,  and  marauders,  who,  iu  email  par- 
ties, manage  to  elude  the  regular  forces,  it 
is  therefore,  by  direction  ol  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  Ordered: 

I  That  the  Commanding  officer  ol  each 
Regimental  District  of  Enrolled  Militia,  is 
charged  with  the  defence  and  protection  of 
bis  county  fioin  invasion  or  violence  ol  uny 
character  whatever;  and  to  this  end  he  19 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  call  out, 
at  any  time,  the  whole  oi  such  portion  ol  the 
Militia,  comprising  bis  command,  as  may  be 
nece-j-jary.  He  is  further  orJered  :  upon 
the  application  of  any  Provost  Marshal. 
Sheriff, «or  other  civil  officer,  to  order  out 
so  much  of  his  command  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  to  aid  and  as»ist  such  officers  in 
making  any  arrests,  or  in  the  execution  ol 
any  other  duty  which  may  devolve  upon

II.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  Enrolled 
Militia,  who  shall  lail  or  reftiss  to  turn  out 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  order, 
when  ordered  so  to  do  by  his  proper  officer, 
or  having  turned  out,  shall  disobey  any  law- 
ful order,  or  be  guilty  of  any  disorderly  con 
duct,  shall  be  punished  ns  tor  a  military 
offence.  The  law  prescribes  that.  "  when 
any  portion  of  the  Militia  shall  be  called 
out  either  for  service,  or  for  instruction  and 
drill,  they  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  laws, 
rules  and  regulations  that  govern  the  ar- 
mies of  the  United  States,"  and  all  officers 
are  charged  with  seeing  those  law*,  rules  and 
regulations  strictly  enforced

The  Secretary  of  War  has  authorized  the 
enlistment  of  TEX  THOUSAND  TROOPS 
in  Kentucky  FOR  SIX  MONTHS  SER- 
VICE. 

The  ls°f  campaign  of  this  terrible  war  is 
pending  The  veteran  soldiers  among  us  are 
require  i  t  the  front,  to  overwhelm  the 
enemy,  uud  the  Government  wishes  to  en- 
trust its  pioperly  and  safety  to  your  hands. 
Let  every  roan  enlist  for  this  short  term  trlio 
wishes  a  termination  cf  the  war.  Do  not 
wait  for  special  authority  from  the  State, 
but  org  ■  •  at  ones — at  the  posts  of  Louisa, 
Franki.  Lexington,  Burn9ide  Point,  Mun- 
fordsvillt,  Bowlinggreen,  Louisville  and  Pa 
ducah. 

Company  and  regimental  organizations 
will  be  formed  in  the  same  way,  ana  -with 
the  same  numbers,  as  in  commands  for 
longer  terms  of  service  The  pay  is  the 
same.  Commissions  will  only  b»  given  to 
those  who  recruit  the  men,  and  every  patriot 
is  hereby  authorized  to  enlist  and  forward  to 
some  point  of  rendezvous  all  that  wish  to 
serve  their  struggling  country. 

But  a  short  time  is  give;:  to  organize  this 
force.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  this 
appeal  to  Kentuckians  by  their  Government 
will  be  gallantly  answered.

In  February  laet.  Ool  GaLLB?,  command- 
ing the  District  of  East  Kentucltv,  wrote  to 
me  that  he  had  every  reason  to  believe  that 
so  soon  as  the  high  waters  should  subside, 
and  the  roads  become  passable,  the  enemy 
would  come  in  upon  him,  and  asked  tiiat 
arrangements  might  be  made,  whereby  he 
could,  in  the  event  il  became  necessary,  have 
the  asMstr.t.ce  of  the  Enrolled  Militia  in  the 
Eastern  portion  of  the  State.  Authority  was 
imiuedi«t'-lv  given  to  call  out  the  68lh  regi- 
ment Eniolled  Militia,  of  Lawrence  county, 
one  of  the  first  organized  in  the  State. 

On  the  7th  instant,  the  enemy  having 
invaded  Pike  county,  a  call  was  made  on 
that  Regiment.  Col.  TBOa,  McKinsteb  com- 
manding, '.lie  response  to  which  was  both 
prompt  and  cheerlul  On  the  13th  the  enemy 
attacked  our  forces  and  were  repulsed.  On 
the  14ih,  Col.  Gallup  aurpiised  them  in 
camp  at  Half  Mountain,  and,  after  an  eo 
gagement  of  several  hours,  was  completely 
victorious,  capturing  a  number  of  prisoners, 
horses  and  equipments,  and  300  stand  of 
arms, — all  ol  which.  Col  Gallcp,  in  his 
report  savs,  could  not  have  been  accomplish- 
ed without  ihe  assistance  of  the  Militia 

I  can  not  commend,  in  terms  tee  high, 
the  energy,  bravery,  and  patriotism  of  the 
officers  and  men  of  ihe  fiSth  Heginicr.t;  . 
assistance  they  rendered  in  defending  the 
State  by  their  prompt  action,  enabled  the 
authorities  to  strike  a  blow  that  will  long  be 
remembered  by  Hodge's  brigade. 

Lawrence  county  has  not  only  done  well, 
having  sent  over  fifty  per  cent,  of  her  enroll 
ed  strength  to  our  armies,  but  she  has  shown 
that  those  remaining  at  home  are  of  true 
metal,  and  are  willing  to  lake  the  field  when- 
ever their  services  are  demauded. 

1  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  (he  68lb, 
not  only  for  the  services  they  have  rendered 
but  lor  the  gallant  example  w  hich  they  have 
afforded  to  the  entire  Militia  of  the  State 
Their  action  demonstrates  the  utility  of  the 
work  I  nave  been  urging  forward  for  several 
months,  and  will  assist,  1  hope,  iu  overcom 
ing  the  factious  opposition  with  which  I 
have  been  met  in  organizing  the  State. 

Let  the  true  spirit  of  Kentucky  be  infused 
into  the  Militia  organization  throughout  the 
Slate,  and  we  will  soon  rid  ourselves  of  the 
marauding  bands  of  horse  thieves  and  plun 
derers  that  have  been  preying  upon  us  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war

LPUBLIC— No.  68.] 

AN  ACT  for  a  grant  of  lands  to  the  State  of  Iowa, 
in  alternate  sections,  to  aid  in  the  conitrnotioa 
of  a  railroad  in  said  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Re- 
yreeentativee  of  the  United  Statet  of  America  in 
Congreit  attrrrMcd,  That  there  be,  and  is  here- 
by gianted  to  tho  State  of  Iowa,  for  the  purpose 
of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from 
Sioux  City,  in  said  State,  to  the  south  line  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  at  snch  point  as  the  said 
State  of  Iowa  may  select  between  the  Big  Sioux 
and  tho  west  fork  of  the  Des  Moines  river;  also 
to  said  State  for  the  uso  and  benefit  of  the  McGre- 
gor Western  Railroad  Company,  for  the  purpose 
of  aiding  in  tho  construction  of  a  railroad  from  n 
point  at  or  near  the  foot  of  Main  street,  South 
McGregor,  in  "aid  State,  In  a  westerly  direction, 
by  the  roost  practicable  route,  on  or  near  the  for- 
ty-third parallel  of  north  latitude,  until  it  shall 
intersect  the  said  road  running  from  Sioux  City  to 
the  Minnesota  State  line,  in  the  county  of 
O'Brien,  in  said  State,  every  alternate  teotion 
of  land  designated  by  odd  numbers,  for  ten 
sections  in  width  on  each  side  of  said  roads;  but, 
in  case  it  shall  appoar  that  the  United  States  have, 
when  tho  lines  or  routes  of  said  roads  are  defi 
nitely  located,  sold  any  section  or  any  part  thereof, 
granted  as  aforesaid,  or  that  the  right  of  pre-emp- 
tion or  homestead  settlement  has  attached  to  the 
same,  or  that  the  same  has  been  reserved  by  the 
United  States  for  any  purpose  whatever,  then  it 
shall  be  tho  duty  ol  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
to  cause  to  be  selocted,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
from  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  nearest 
to  the  tiers  of  sections  above  specified,  so  much  laod 
In  ahornate  seations  or  parts  of  sections,  designa- 
ted by  odd  numbers,  as  shall  bo  equal  to  such 
lands  as  the  United  States  have  told,  reserved, 
or  otherwise  appropriated,  or  to  which  the  right 
of  homestead  settlement  or  pre-emption  has  at 
tached  as  aforesaid,  whioh  lands  thus  indicated  by 
i>dd  numbers  and  sections,  by  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  shall  be  held  by  the 
State  of  Iowa  for  the  usos  and  purposes  aforesaid: 
Provided,  That  the  land  so  selected  shall  in  no 
case  be  located  more  than  twenty  miles  from  the 
lines  of  laid  roads:  Provided,  further.  That  any 
and  all  lands  heretofore  reserved  to  the  United 
States  by  any  act  of  Congrei",  or  in  any  other 
manner  by  competent  authority,  for  tho  purpose 
of  aiding  in  any  object  of  internal  improvement 
or  other  purpoi-o  whatever,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  reserved  aud  excepted  from  thooperations 
of  this  act,  except  so  far  as  it  may  be  tound  ne 
cessary  to  locate  the  routes  of  la  d  rc&ds  through 
such  reserved  lands,  is  which  caso  the  right  oi 
way  shall  be  granted,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  President  of  tho  United  State-. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sec- 
tions aud  parts  of  sections  of  land  which  by  such 
grant  shall  remain  to  the  United  States  within 
ten  miles  on  each  side  of  said  roads,  shall  not  be 
sold  for  less  than  double  the  minimum  price  of 
public  lands  when  sold,  nor  shall  any  of  said 
lands  bcoome  subjeot  to  sale  at  private  entry  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  first  offered  at  pubii. 
sale  to  the  highest  bidder  at  or  above  the  tnini- 
uiuui  price  as  vforosaid:  Provided,  That  actual 
b..ua  fide  settlers  under  the  pre-emption  laws  ol 
the  Uulted  Statai  may,  after  due  proof  of  settle- 
ment, improvement,  and  occupation,  as  now  pro- 
vided  by  law,  purohase  the  same  at  the  Increased 
minimum  price:  And  provided,  alto,  That  settlers 
undor  the  previsions  ot  the  homestead  law,  who 
comply  with  the  terms  and  reqnlretnents  of  laid 
act,  shall  be  entitled  to  patents  for  an  amount  not 
exoeeding  eighty  acres  each,  anything  in  this  act 
to  tbecontrarv  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  lands 
hereby  granted  shall  be  subject  to  the  disposal  of 
the  Legislature  of  Iowa,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said and  no  other.  And  the  said  railroads  shall 
be,  and  remaiD,  publin  highways  for  the  use  of  the 
Government  of  tho  United  States,  free  from  all 
tell  or  othor  charges  upon  the  transportation  of 
any  property  cr  troops  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
lands  hereby  granted  shall  be  disposed  of  by  said 
State,  lor  the  purposes  aforesaid  only,  and  in 
iasnr.fr  fnllowioir.  namely:  Wbon  the  Governor 
of  said  State  shall  certify  to  tho  Seoretary  of  the 
Interior  that  any  section  often  consecutive  miles 
of  either  of  said  roads  is  completed  In  a  good, 
substantial,  and  workmanlike  manner  as  a  first- 
olass  railroad,  then  the  Secretary  of  tho  Interior 
shall  issue  to  the  State  patents  for  one  hundred 
sections  of  land  for  the  benefit  of  the  road  hav- 
i_e  completed  the  ten  oonsecutive  miles  as  afore- 
said. When  tho  Governor  of  said  rjtate  shall  cor 
tity  that  another  seeti  -n  of  ten  consecutive  miles 
shall  have  been  completed  at  aforesaid,  then  the 
Secretary  of  tho  Interior  shall  issne  patents  to 
said  State  in  like  manner,  for  a  like  number;  aud 
when  certificates  of  the  completion  of  additional 
sections  of  ten  consecutive  miles  of  either  of  said 
roads  are,  from  time  to  time,  made  as  aforesaid, 
additional  sections  of  lands  shall  be  patented  as 
aforesaid,  until  said  roads,  or  either  of  them,  ur- 
completed,  when  the  whole  of  the  lands  hereby 
granted  shall  be  patented  to  the  State  for  the 
uses  aforesaid  and  none  other:  Provided ,  Tb&l  if 
the  said  McGregor  Western  Railroad  Company, 
or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  complete  at  least  twenty 
miles  of  its  said  road  during  each  and  every  year 
from  the  date  of  its  acceptance  of  the  grant  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  then  the  State  may  resume 
said  grant,  and  so  dispose  of  the  same  as  to  se- 
cure the  completion  of  a  road  on  said  line  and 
upon  such  terms,  within  suoh  time,  as  the  State 
shall  determine:  Provided,  further,  That  if  the 
said  roads  are  not  completed  within  ten  years 
from  their  several  acceptance  of  this  grart,  the 
said  lands  hereby  granted  and  not  patented  shall 
revert  to  the  State  of  Iowa  for  the  purpose  of  se- 
curing the  completion  of  the  said  roads  within 
such  time,  not  to  exceed  five  years,  and  upon  such 
terms  as  the  State  shall  determine:  Andprovidtd, 
further,  That  said  lands  shall  not  in  any  manner 
be  disposed  of  or  encumbered,  except  as  the  same 
are  patented  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and 
should  the  State  fail  to  oomplete  said  roads  within 
five  years  after  the  ten  years  aforesaid,  then  the 
said  lands  undisposed  of  as  aforosaid  shall  revert 
to   the  United  States. 

See.  i.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon 
as  the  Governor  of  said  State  of  Iowa  shall  file  or 
cause  to  bo  filed  wiih  the  Secretary  cf  the  Interior 
mape  designating  the  routes  of  said  roads,  then  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
to  withdraw  from  market  the  lands  embraced 
within  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Seo.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Uni- 
ted States  mail  shall  be  transported  on  said  roads 
and  branch,  under  the  direction  of  the  Post  Office 
Department,  at  such  price  as  Congress  may  by 
law  provide:  Provided,  That  until  such  price  is 
fixed  by  law  the  Postmaster  General  shall  have 
power  to  fix  the  rate  of  compensation. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  there 
be,  and  is  hereby,  granted  to  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota for  tho  purposo  ofaidiog  in  the  eonitrnoiion 
of  a  railroad  from  St.  Paul  and  St.  Anthony,  via 
Minneapolis,  to  a  convenient  point  of  junction 
wast  of  tho  Mississippi,  to  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  State,  in  the  direction  of  the  mouth  ol  the 
Big  Sioux  river,  four  additional  alternate  sections 
of  land  per  mile,  to  be  selected  upon  the  same 
conditions,  restrictions,  and  liminitions  at  are 
contained  In  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act 
making  a  grant  of  land  to  the  Territory  of  Minne- 
sota, in  alternate  sections,  to  aid  in  tho  construc- 
tion of  certain  railroads  in  laid  Territory,  and 
granting  public  lands,  in  alternate  sections,  to  the

AN  ACT  concerning  the  disposition  of  oonvioti 
in  the  courts  of  tho  United  States,  for  the  sub- 
sisting of  persons  confined  in  jails  charged  with 
violating  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
for  diminishing  the  expense!  in  relation  there- 
to. 

Its  »'f  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  llouee  of  Rtpre- 
tentativee  of  the  United  Statee  of  America  in  Conjrut 
utembled,  That  all  persons  who  have  been  or 
who  may  hereafter  be  convicted  of  crime  by  any 
court  of  the  United  State— not  military— tho  pun- 
ishment whereof  shall  bo  imprisonment,  in  adifl- 
triot  or  Territory  where,  at  the  time  of  inch  oon- 
viotion,  there  may  be  no  penitentiary  or  other 
prison  suitable  for  Ihe  confinement  of  convicts  of 
the  United  States,  and  available  therefor,  shall  bo 
confined  during  the  term  for  which  tbey  have 
been  or  may  be  sentenced,  in  some  suitable  pris- 
on in  a  convenient  State  or  Territory  to  be  deslg 
osted  by  the  Socretary  of  the  Interior,  and  shall 
be  transported  and  delivered  to  the  warden  or 
keeper  of  the  prison  by  tho  marshal  of  the  dis 
trict  or  Territory  where  such  coovictnn  shall 
have  oocurred;  or  if  such  conviction  bo  had  In  tho 
District  of  Columbia,  then  and  in  such  case  the 
transportation  and  delivery  shall  be  by  tba  war- 
den  of  the  jail  of  said  District;  the  reasonable 
acta  .1  expema  of  transportation,  necessary  sub 
sistcoce  and  hire,  and  transportation  of  guards 
and  the  marshal  or  the  warden  of  the  jail  In  too 
District  of  Columbia,  only,  to  be  paid  by  tho  Sec 
retary  of  tne  Interior,  out  of  the  judiciary  fund: 
Provided,  That  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secre 
tary,  the  expeose  of  transportation  from  any 
State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  in 
which  there  is  no  peniteniiary,  will  exoeed  the 
cost  of  maintaining  them  in  jail  in  the  State, 
Territor;,  or  tho  District  of  Columbia  during  the 
period  of  their  sentence,  then  it  shall  bo  lawful 
so  to  confine  them  therein  lor  the  period  desig- 
nated in  their  sentence. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  it  shall 
.he  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to 
contract  with  tho  managers  or  proper  authorities 
having  the  control  of  sueh  prison  or  prisoners, 
for  the  imprisonment,  subsistence,  and  proper 
employment  of  all  such  prisoners,  and  to  give  the 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  tuch  olfenoes,  In  laid 
District,  notice  of  the  prison  whera  such  penons 
mi'.!  bo  oonfined  if  convicted. 

Sec.  S.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  horoafter 
there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  for  tho  subsistence  of  pritonors  in 
the  custody  of  any  marshal  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  warden  of  tho  jail  in  the  Dittriot  of  Col- 
umbia, such  sum  only  as  it  shall  reasonably  and 
aotnally  cost  Io  subsist  tbem.  And  it  (hall  be  the 
duty  of  tho  Secretary  of  tho  Interior  to  presciibe 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  marshals  and  the  warden  of  the  jail  in  the 
D:st:i-t  -f  Columbia,  in  relatbn  to  their  duties 
under  this  act,  as  will  enable  him  to  determine  the 
actual  and  reasonable  expense  incurred. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  'hall 
he  the  duty  of  thewaiden  of  the  jail  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  whenever  any  person  confined 
in  said  jail  shall  be  adjudged  to  safer  death,  to 
carry  suoh  judgment  into  exe:ut;._;  bat  noihin; 
in  this  act  nor  "An  aot  to  authorixe  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  warden  of  tho  jail  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  approved  February  twenty-nine, eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-four,"  shall  bo  constrned 
toiuipairor  interfere  with  the  authority  of  the 
marshal  of  the  said  District  to  commit  persons  to 
said  jail,  or  to  produce  them  iu  open  court  or  bo- 
fore  any  jurlioinl  offioor  *Uu  thereto  required. 
Aud  it  shall  be  the  duty  cf  tho  warden  of  said  Jail 
to  reoeive  such  prisoners,  and  to  deliver  thorn  to 
said  marshal  or  bis  duly  authorited  deputy,  on 
the  written  request  of  either,  for  the  purpose  of 
raking  them  before  any  oourt  or  judicial  officer  hi 
afore.- aid. 

Sec.  b.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Thlt  the  office

Resolved,  That  we  are  now  a?  we  always 
fiavc  been,  in  favor  or  using  the  whole  power 
of  the  Government,  in  putting  down  the 
rebellion,  that  we  will  act  with  no  party, 
;hat  is  not  in  favor  of  lining  all  the  powers 
of  the  Government,  in  maintaining  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  Union,  and  crushing  the  rebel- 
lion in  every  form.  That  we  are  in  Javor  of 
sending  delegates  to  the  Baltimore  National 
Union  Convention,  and  to  no  Convention, 
except  a  National  Union  one. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  endorse  the 
course  of  those  Representatives  in  Congress, 
irom  Kentucky,  who  supported  the  election 
of  Hon.  Scaovt.KB  Colfax  as  Speaker  of  the 
House.

In  pursuance  to  a  call  issued  by  the  State 
Central  Committee  of  the  National  Union

The  heaviest  fighting  of  the  oampaigu  hue 
taken  place  to  day,  and  though  it  was  inde- 
cisive, we  have  cause  to  be  thankful  at  the 
results. 

Our  lines  as  formed  last  night  was  in  the 
form  of  a  semi  circle,  to  the  northwest  of 
Sugar  Valley,  while  the  Oostanaula  River, 
completes  the  circle  on  the  southeast.  Sugar 
Valley  is  a  fertile  little  plain  of  about  ten 
square  miles  in  size,  much  broken  by  hills, 
which  at  this  season  of  year  are  covered  by 
a  dense  undergrowth  of  small  trees  and  vines, 
rendering  them  very  difficult  to  penetrate. 
It  was  in  this  valley,  between  the  projected 
Rome  and  Dalton  Railroad  and  the  river  that 
encircles  Resaca  and  Tilton,  that  the  enemy 
made  a  stand  after  being  closely  pressed  on 
his  retreat  from  Dalton.  From  our  center 
to  the  river,  the  distance  this  morning  was 
about  seven  miles.  Our  line  extends  com- 
pletely around  the  valley,  McPhersou's  right 
resting  on  the  river  near  its  junction  with 
Oothkalaga  creek  or  Calhoun,  while  the  left 
strikes  the  river  north  of  Tilton,  near  the 
junction  of  the  river  with  Swamp  creek,  that 
takes  its  rise  in  the  hills  of  Sugar  Valley. 
Lick  and  Camp  creeks  also  burst  out  from 
the  hills  in  the  valley  and  empty  their  wa- 
ters into  the  Oostanaula  River,  which  is  very 
broad  and  deep,  but  can  be  forded,  when  the 
water  is  low,  at  six  points.  The  above  is  as 
intelligible  a  discription  of  the  field  as  can 
be  given  without  the  aid  of  a  map;  and  now 
for  the  opening  of  the  ball. 

As  I  have  already  said,  our  line  was  form- 
ed in  a  half  circle,  extending  from  the  river 
on  the  left  to  a  point  on  the  river  near  Cal- 
houn. The  corps  occupied  oositions  in  the 
i ne  as  follows,  extending  from  right  to  left; 
first,  McPherson  ;  second,  Hooker ;  third, 
Palmer;  fourth,  Schofield ;  fifth,  Howard. 

Skirmishing  commenced  early  in  the 
morning  and  many  prisoners  were  brought 
in  as  the  result,  although  the  attack  made 
by  us  was  but  faintly  responded  to.  Skirm- 
ishing continued,  with  occasional  truces, 
lasting  from  ten  to  thirty  minutes,  all  the 
morning.  Meantime  our  General  officers 
were  not  idle.  Generals  Sherman  and  Thom- 
as, with  their  indefatigable  corps  command- 
ers, rode  along  the  line  with  their  staffs,  per- 
sonally superintending  the  parking  of  am- 
bulances and  ammunition  trains,  and  assign- 
ing batteries  to  positions  where  they  could 
be  of  the  most  service  in  the  event  of  a  gen- 
eral engagement. 

At  nine  o'clock  Gen.  Schofield  was  order- 
ed to  withdraw  his  corps  from  the  part  of 
the  line  between  Palmer  and  Hooker  and 
take  a  new  position  on  the  left  of  Newton's 
division  of  the  4th  Corps.  Palmer  closed  up 
the  gap  between  his  left  and  Newton,  and 
Judah'e  and  Cox's  divisions  of  Schofield's 
corps  came  up  io  the  place  assigned  to  them. 
Hovey's  brigade  of  the  2d  Corps  was  left  in 
reserve  and  did  not  participate  in  the  battle 
of  to-day.  By  some  mistake  in  the  giving 
or  reception  of  the  order  Gen.  Cox  a  division 
failed  to  get  up  iu  time,  and  Judah  and  the 
force  on  hie  right  advanced  upon  the  enemy, 
thus  leaving  a  gap  of  half  a  mile  between 
Judah's  left  and  Stanley's  right,  which  was 
promptly  filled  by  cavalry.  Considerable 
confusion  followed  the  announcement  of  the 
existence  of  this  gap,  aud  staff  officers  in 
vain  rode  for  hours  in  search  of  Cox's  divis- 
ion through  the  thick  underbrush  in  which 
our  line  was  formed.  It  was  lost,  and  staff 
officers  reported  that  Gen.  Schofield  could 
obtain  no  intelligence  from  it 

General  Judah  just  before  noon  received 
an  order  from  General  Schofield  io  open  the 
attack,  and  though  his  left  flank  was  liable 
at  any  moment  to  be  turned,  he  informed 
General  Schofield  of  the  fact,  and  at  once 
moved  forward  upon  the  enemy's  skirmish- 
ers. The  boys  moved  rapidly  through  the 
vines  and  shrubbery,  down  the  valley,  drove 
the  enemy  before  them,  and  with  a  cheer 
crossed  the  deep  gorge  near  which  the  en- 
emy had  thrown  up  strong  breastworks  com 
manding  the  valley  The  enemy  opened  a 
very  destructive  fire,  and  for  half  an  hour 
the  battle  was  a  bloody  one.  the  main  lines 
being  within  a  tew  yards  of  each  other.  The 
enemy  at  once  opened  a  destructive  tire  from 
their  artillery,  which  the  brave  division  stood 
for  some  time,  vainly  striving  by  superhu 
man  efforts  to  carry  the  breastworks.  It  was 
repulsed  after  a  gallant  effort,  and  retired 
into  the  valley  in  disorder  We  had  not  yet 
got  up  on  the  left,  and  no  artillery  support 
was  at  hand.  Nevertheless  General  Judah 
resolved  not  to  retire  without  one  more  effort 
Collecting  together  the  fragment  of  his 
broken  but  not  discouraged  regiments,  a  new 
line  was  hastily  formed  and  the  whole  divis- 
ion were  just  in  the  act  of  advancing  in  a 
charge  which  all  felt  would  have  put  it  in 
possession  of  the  enemy  e  line  of  works 
when  the  division  was  relieved  by  General 
Newton's  division. 

01  the  l  In.  Corps  In  I  lie  meantime  the 
gap  in  the  line  was  filled,  Cox  took  his  po 
sitioo,  and  for  an  hour  the  incessant  roll  of 
the  musketry,  as  volley  after  volley  was 
poured  inio  the  ranks  of  the  enemy,  and  as 
vigorously  returned,  told  that  the  conflict 
was  a  desperate  one  Artillery  tire  was  de 
livered  into  the  enemy  s  ranks  rapidly,  and 
with  excellent  effect.  Their  artillery  did  not 
do  much  injury,  as  Palmer  had  silenced 
eight  guns  with  his  regiments,  who  under 
cover  acted  as  sharpshooters  and  picked  off 
the  cannoneers  as  often  as  they  advanced  to 
work  their  pieces  No  better  evidence  can 
be  given  of  the  desperate  nature  of  the  con 
Miet  between  Judah  s  division  and  the  ene 
my,  than  the  loss  in  McLean's  brigade, 
which  went  into  the  fight  with  1,388  men, 
and  lost  590  iu  the  short  time  it  was  engag 
ed.  Gen.  Newton's  division  pressed  theene 
my  strongly,  and  inflicted  serious  injury  up 
on  him.  Every  man,  with  the  exception  of 
hall  a  dozen  stragglers,  stood  up  to  the  work 
like  veterans.  A  piece  of  shell  struck  Gen 
erals  Hooker  and  Mansou,  but  both  escaped 
without  serious  injury,  Gen.  Hooker  remain 
ed  on  the  field  for  some  time,  while  General 
Manson  is  rapidly  recovering  from  the  ef- 
fects of  the  shock.  About  two  o'clock  the 
firing  on  the  center  in  front  of  Newton  sub 
sided  intoa  slight  skirmish  fire. 

The  division  of  Gen  Cox,  which  finally 
turned  up  on  Judah's  left,  fought  with  great 
pluck  and  obstinacy,  driving  the  skirmish 
era  back  upon  their  main  line,  and  the  line 
into  their  breastworks,  from  which  they 
poured  into  his  ranks  an  incessant  fire  of 
shell  and  ball,  across  valleys,  up  hills 
through  gorges  and  ravines  they  were  driven 
until  they  gained  their  first  line  of  rifle-pits. 
Cox  soon  dislodged  them  and  sent  them  back 
howling  to  their  more  formidable  breast- 
works. At  this  moment  Cos  found  that  he 
was  out  of  ammunition,  and  by  some  stupid 
blunder  on  the  part  of  somebody,  the  trains 
were  teo  far  in  rear  Irom  which  to  replenish 
his  cartridge-boxes.  Yet  he  was  determined 
not  to  be  foiled,  and  gathering  together  all 
bis  strength,  he  advanced  his  line.  A  cheer 
went  up  trcia  bis  boys,  and  resounded 
through  the  hills  as  his  serried  line  advanc 
ed  upon  the  enemy's  works,  which  they  car 
ried  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  in  splendid 
style;  but  not  without  the  loss  of  many 
brave  men. 
What  Palmer  s  14th  Corps  accomplished 


The  heaviest  fight  jg  ot  the  day  was  on 
the  center.  Palmer  corps,  on  tjj8  right  of: 
Newton's  division,  ad  heavy  gfcirrnishing 
along  the  whole  lint,  lasting  >rom  half  past 
12  until  1  o'clock,  when  Carlin'g  brigade,  of 
Johnston's  division,  advanced  down  a  slope 
of  a  hill,  and  drove  the  enemy  into  their 
breastworks  on  the  south  side  of  a  hill,  ris- 
ing out  of  the  valley  on  the  south.  An  as- 
sault on  the  breastworks  was  uot  ordered. 
The  brigade  at  onco  sought  cover  in  a  ditch, 
formed  by  a  dried  up  stream,  and  until  night 
covered  them,  acted  as  sharp-shooters  and 
did  good  execution  in  silencing  batteries,  en- 
gaged in  enfilading  Judah  and  Newton. 
Mitchell's  brigade  of  Davis'  division,  got 
into  a  similar  position  and  picked  off  every- 
rebel,  whose  head  protruded  above  the 
breastworks. 

Turchin's  brigade  of  Baird  s  division  join- 
ed Judah  ou  the  left  of  Palmer's  corps  and 
fought  desperately,  but  were  compelled  to 
fall  back  with  Judah's  division.  The  loss 
in  the  corps,  outside  of  Turchin's,  was  light. 
Captain  McDowell,  a  promising  young  offi- 
cer of  the  15th  Kentucky,  was  killed  during 
the  engagement.  Captain  Sheridan,  of  the 
Gtb  Ohio,  well-known  in  Cincinnati  as  an 
actor  of  some  ability,  is  among  the  wounded, 
and  will  probably  be  compelled  to  submit  to 
the  amputation  of  his  right  arm. 

The  4th  Corps,  under  command  of  Major 
General  Howard,  the  "one  armed  veteran," 
as  he  is  styled  in  the  corps,  played  a  very 
conspieuous  part  in  the  tragedy  of  war  en- 
acted to-day.  All  the  corps,  with  the  ex 
ception  of  Beatty's  fighting  brigade,  for 
which  no  room  could  be  found,  as  the  circle 
was  gradually  compressed  as  we  advanced, 
was  engaged  and  covered  itself  with  imper- 
ishable glory.  Wood's  division  was  ordered 
into  position  on  the  right  of  General  Stanley 
just  before  noon,  aud  was  soon  hotly  engag- 
ed with  Hazen's  and  Willich's  brigade  driv- 
ng  the  enemy.  For  some  time  a  destructive 
infantry  and  artillery  fire  was  kept  up,  and 
ere  long  his  main  line  advanced  in  over- 
whelming strength  upon  the  enemy,  who 
fled,  at  his  approach,  to  his  rifle  pits,  from 
which  the  energetic  Wood  soon  dislodged 
him  and  compelled  him  to  seek  shelter  un 
der  cover  of  their  breastworks,  from  which 
he  was  driven  later  in  the  day.  Hazen  and 
Willich's  losses  were  severe,  but  nothing  in 
comparison  with  those  in  the  23d  Corps 
which,  to  day,  bore  the  brunt  of  the  battle. 

After  three  o'clock  the  resistance  ofl'ered 
by  the  enemy  on  the  centre,  through  which 
he  had  vainly  striven  to  force  a  passage, 
grew  more  lax  and  very  little  firing  other 
than  skirmishing  was  heard. 

Foiled  at  every  point  in  his  efforts  to  break 
our  walls  of  iron  that  environed  him,  John- 
ston early  in  the  afternoon  commenced  mass- 
ing heavily  on  our  left,  where  Stanley,  with 
as  brave  a  division  as  ever  marched  to  the 
music  of  the  Union,  had  been  skirmishing 
and  feeling  the  enemy  while  awaiting  the 
developments  of  the  enemy's  attempt  to 
break  the  center  Generals  Sherman  and 
Thomas  were  not  slow  to  detect  the  enemy's 
design,  and  preparations  to  resist  it  were  at 
once  commenced.  Joe  Hooker's  gallaut 
Potomac  veterans  were  selected  at  once,  and 
immediately  retired  from  the  line  and  com 
menced  moving  to  the  left  of  Stanley,  whose 
flank  was  covered  by  McCook's  cavalry,  in 
front  of  which,  Johnston  was  massing  his 
columns  for  the  desperate  effort  Hooker 
arrived  none  too  soon. 

At  seven  o'clock,  when  quiet  reigned  along 
the  whole  line,  with  an  occasional  interrup* 
tion  from  a  sharpshooter's  rifle,  the  expected 
attack  came.  Down  upon  Stanley's  exposed 
flank  came  the  enemy  in  overwhelming 
numbers.  For  a  few  minutes  the  whole  line 
nobly  resisted  the  terrific  shock  ;  but  as  it 
was  renewed  with  ten  -fold  fury  by  the  en- 
emy, who  fought  with  a  desperation  equal 
to  any  thing  ever  performed  by  our  own 
soldiery,  the  line  wavered,  and  the  regiments 
on  the  left  were  giving  back  in  confusion  and 
disorder  when,  above  the  roar  of  the  artil- 
lery and  musketry  that  seemed  to  make  the 
old'  hills  tremble  and  quake,  a  cheer  was 
heard,  and  into  the  deadly  breach,  over  the 
dead  bodies  of  the  fallen,  came  on  the  double 
quick  Robinson's  brigade,  who  advanced  to 
the  assault  with  desperate  determination  to 
drive  back  the  solid  columns  ot  the  enemy, 
and  save  the  army  from  disaster.  Nobly 
they  met  the  enemy,  and  when  the  shock 
came,  reeling  like  drunken  men,  the  line  of 
the  enemy  was  broken  and  sent  back,  smart- 
ing under  the  shock.  The  contest  was  of 
short  duration,  but,  while  it  lasted,  the  roar 
of  artillery  and  the  roll  of  musketry  told 
that  this  was  one  of  the  most  critical  mo- 
ments of  the  day — a  period  when  the  heart 
of  the  listener  seemed  to  stand  still  in  sus- 
pense The  4th  Corps  will  never  forget 
Hooker  and  the  noble  brigade  which,  at  a 
moment  when  the  fate  of  the  army,  and  per 
haps  of  the  nation,  hung  upon  a  slender 
thread,  which  the  enemy  would  have  sever- 
ed, came  up  and  turnej  the  tide  of  battle 
A  nation's  thanks  are  due  Joe  Hooker,  and 
may  it  never  forget  Robinson's  brave  brigade, 
whose  gallantry  to  night  is  on  every  tongue 
In  summing  up  the  results  of  the  day,  I 
am  pained  to  say  that,  while  we  have  driven 
the  enemy  at  every  point  where  he  presented 
himself  in  force,  our  losses  are  heavy.  Pro- 
bably 2,U00  will  not  cover  the  killed,  wound- 
ed and  missing  Nearly  all  ot  the  killed 
and  wounded  are  in  our  bands,  as  we  were 
not  driven  a  foot,  except  in  those  instances 
already  recorded.  Our  line  on  the  left  center 
and  centre  has  advanced  over  a  mile  from 
its  position  ot  the  morning  We  have  made 
heavy  slaughter  in  the  enemy's  ranks — 
whose  loss  must  be  larger  than  ours  We 
have  lost  but  a  few  prisoners,  and  taken 
about  two  hundred,  among  whom  is  the  Col- 
onel of  the  19th  Alabama  Regiment,  a  very 
intelligent  officer,  who  estimates  the  rebel 
forces,  including  Polk,  who  is  here,  at  55,000. 
He  informs  me  that  their  only  loss  in  Gen- 
eral officers  is  Brigadier  Gen.  Tucker  elighlly 
wounded.  So  far,  all  goes  well.  The  enemy 
is  hemmed  in  between  our  lines  and  the  riv- 
er,  which  is  not  now  fordable,  and  will  hard- 
ly get  off  without  giviug  us  a  general  etv 
gagement.  When  the  student  of  military 
strategy  lakes  up  a  map  and  examines  the 
country  of  this  region  of  Georgia,  he  can  not 
but  feel  impressed  with  the  masterly  move- 
ments of  Sherman,  which  have  placed  a* in 
so  favorable  a  position. 

BATTLB  or  SUNDAY,  MAY  15 

During  last  night  quiet  reigned  aloug  the 
whole  line,  the  enemy  being  very  quiet  and 
rarely  firing  a  shot.'  The  falling  of  trees 
and  the  sound  of  axmen,  however,  convin- 
ced our  commanders  that  the  rebels  were 
erecting  stronger  fortifications  upon  the  in- 
numerable hills  that  rise  out  of  the  valley. 
At  half-past  seven  in  the  tnornin.-  our  skir- 
mishers opened  nre  upou  the  rebel  line, 
which  was  as  vigorously  returned  upon  the 
left  and  leit  centre  The  enemy,  however, 
did  not  seem  disposed  to  attack  with  their 
main  line,  after  the  fearful  slaughter  and 
repulse  that  Hooker  administered  to  them 
last  night  It  waj  not  until  nine  or  ten 
o'clock  in  the  mcrning  mat  the  20th  Corps 
arrived  from  the  right,  and  got  into  position 
on  Stanley's  left  The  23d  Corps  was  imme- 
diately withdrawn  from  the  right  of  the  lint 
and  thrown  io  on  the  left.    As  our  line  was 


nAtrly  fourteen  milea  lun-,  these  necessary 
chnnges  occupied  nearly  the  entire  morning 
so  I  hat  m id-da)  arrived  ore  we  were  ready 
to  make  the  as-null  on  tho  enemy's  works. 

Hooker  threw  forward  Butlerfield's  divis- 
ion against  the  cm-my's  strongest  position, 
supported  by  Williams'  and  Geary's  divis 
ions,  and  the  battle  opened  vigorously  on 
both  sides.  Hooker  fought  for  three  or  four 
hours  and  made  steady  headway,  carrying 
line  after  line  of  rifle-pits,  until  Bittterfield's 
division  encountered  a  lunette  of  formidable 
size.  Several  attempts  were  made  to  carry 
it.  and  capture  its  four  guns  which  were 
pouring  a  destructive  lire  into  our  lines,  but 
the  attempt  was  futile.  The  troops  fought 
with  great  desperation,  but  an  often  as  tliev 
advanced  upon  the  lunette  the  terrific  vol- 
leys of  musketry  from  the  enemv  in  the  for- 
tification hurled  them  back  in  confusion. 
At  last  Butterlield  charged  forward  and  took 
a  position  under  the  protecting  works  of  the 
lort,  so  close  to  the  guns  within  that  they 
could  be  touched  by  the  men's  hands.  In 
the  effort  to  gain  this  unexposed  position, 
the  contest  was  a  bloody  one,  Geary's  divis- 
ion supporting  Butterfield.  Ward's  brigade, 
which  were  participating  in  their  first  battle, 
fought  with  marked  determination,  and  con- 
tribute! much  to  secure  the  position. 

After  vain  efforts  to  capture  the  lunette 
from  which  the  enemy  poured  into  our  ranks 
grape,  canister  and  shrapnel,  Hooker's  forces 
gave  up  the  unequal  contest,  and  during  the 
balance  of  the  day  lay  under  the  breastworks 
protected  from  the  enemy's  fire,  and  picking 
off  every  rebel  who  showed  himself  above 
the  works.  Darkness  found  him  in  this  po- 
sition, and  he  at  once  matured  plans  for  cap 
turitig  the  works  by  strategy,  under  cover 
of  darkness  The  pioneers  were  brought 
up;  the  ends  dug  out  of  the  works,  and  the 
guns  drawn  out  by  the  aid  of  ropes,  under  a 
destructive  fire  from  the  occupants  of  the 
works,  who  were-  driven  out  or  captured,  as 
our  troops  swarmed  in  through  the  opening 
in  overwhelming  numbers  The  guns  were 
four  twelve  pound  brass  pieces  :  aniunberof 
battle  flags,  including  those  of  the  3Sth  and 
35th  Alabama,  were  captured,  with  over 
two  hundred  prisoners.  Prisoners  report 
Gen.  Walthall  (rebel)  killed,  and  Gen. 
Tucker  wounded 

The  losses  in  Hooker  s  corps  were  very 
heavy,  especially  in  the  repeated  charges 
upon  the  enemy's  works.  Butterfield  lost 
about  500;  Geary  100,  and  Williams' divis- 
ion about  150,  making  Hooker's  loss  about 
750  in  the  battle  of  the  afternoon  The23J 
Corps,  which  was  moved  around  from  the 
right,  as  a  support  for  Hooker,  lost  slightly. 

About  2  o'clock  the  enemy,  learning  from 
prisoners  taken  from  us,  that  Hovey's  Indi- 
ana division  of  "raw  recruits"  held  a  posi- 
tion in  the  line,  and  smarting  under  their 
successive  repulses  on  other  portions  of  the 
line,  hurled  a  heavy  force  upon  Hovey,  con- 
vinced that  the  recruits  would  run  Not  60, 
however.  The  rebels  held  a  strong  position 
in  a  gorge  in  the  hills,  and  out  of  their 
breastworks  they  swarmed  in  large  numbers 
and  made  a  furious  attack  upon  the  divis- 
ion, which  nobly  repulsed  them  after  a  short 
and  bloody  contest  of  fifteen  minutes  The 
assault  was  renewed,  when  the  "raw  Hoo- 
siers"  charged  upon  them  on  the  double- 
quick  under  a  heavy  fire  of  grape  which  la- 
terally mowed  them  down.  They  did  not 
assault  the  Indiauians  the  third  time.  To- 
night the  encomiums  of  the  whole  corps  are 
being  showered  upon  Hovey's  division,  who 
have  written  a  glorious  introductory  chapter 
in  their  history. 

About  ten  P.  M.,  Hooker's  command 
commenced  throwing  up  breastworks  to 
strengthen  their  position,  and  to  cover  their 
movements,  it  was  found  necessary  to  ad 
vance  their  skirmish  line.  Io  doing  so  the 
skirimishers  ran  against  the  rebel  line.  Im- 
mediately a  heavy  artillery  and  musketry 
fire  opened  from  both  contestants,  which 
lasted  until  two  o'clock  in  the  morning. — 
The  night  battle  was  desperate  and  losses  on 
both  sides  heavy,  probably  three  hundred 
killed  and  wounded  At  two  the  rebels 
were  repulsed  along  the  whole  line,  a  deaf- 
ening cheer  rang  out  on  the  night  air,  and 
all  was  still  save  the  piteous  moans  of  the 
dying  who  lay  upon  the  bloody  field,  await- 
ing with  anxiety  the  early  dawn,  when  they 
were  gathered  into  the  hospitals,  and  every 
care  bestowed  upon  them  by  our  hard- 
working Surgeons. 

BATTLE  OF  MONDAY,  MAY  6 

The  morning  was  very  bright,  but  the 
whole  valley  was  filled  with  smoke  and  fog. 
At  daylight  not  a  gun  was  heard.  Newton 

immediately  adv  anced  to  feel  the  enemy,  and 
discovered  that  they  had  disappeared. 

Immediately  upon  being  inlormei  of  the 
evacuation  of  the  valley,  General  Howard 
informed  General  Sherman,  and  our  lines  at 
once  advanced.  It  was  discovered  that  the 
enemy  had  made  good  his  retreat,  carrying 
off  ali  his  artillery,  but  destroying  his  wagon 
trains  by  fire  lest  they  should  fall  into  our 
hands  I  have  just  made  a  tour  of  the  field 
on  the  le!t,  and  find  it  covered  with  rebel 
dead  and  wounded,  all  of  whom  were  left  in 
our  hands  for  burial  aud  treatment.  Prison- 
ers, at  the  hour  I  write.  9  A  M  are  being 
brought  in  by  hundreds  The  victory  is 
complete  so  far,  hut  would  have -been  more 
so  had  McPherson  s  corps  been  enabled  to 
cross  the  river  and  take  a  position  in  the 
rebel  rear.  McPherson  made  several  at- 
tempts to  throw  down  the  pontoons  and 
cross  his  corps,  but  the  enemy  poured  such 
a  raking  fire  into  his  pontoons  that  the  work 
had  to  be  abandoned.  1  have  no  particulars, 
of  what  was  accomplished  by  McPherson  s 
command,  but  I  learn  that  the  15th  Corps 
under  Logan  lost  48  killed  and  448  wounded. 

Our  total  losses  are  estimated  at  from  4,- 
000  to  5,000,  of  whom  fully  2,000  are  slight 
ly  wounded  in  the  hands  and  feet  that  they 
will  be  fit  lor  duty  in  two  or  three  weeks 
The  killed  will  amount  to  about  800,  among 
whom  are  many  brave  officers,  who  have  lelt 
behind  them  brilliant  records.  Ohio  has 
lost  her  full  proportion  Indiana,  too,  will 
mourn  the  loss  of  many  of  her  brave  sou. 

The  enemy's  losses  are  fully  as  large  as 
our's,  if  not  larger,  iu  every  assault  upou 
our  lines,  their  loss  was  very  heavy,  and 
they  were  driven  hack,  leaving  hundreds  of 
their  killed  and  wounded  in  our  hand-,  each 
day. 

We  have  taken  nearly  tour  thousand  pris 
oners  aud  deserters,  including  many  Colo 
nels,  Lieutenant  Colonels.  Majors,  and  line 
and  staff  officers.  Many  of  them  were  will- 
ing prisoners,  who  remained  in  the  rebel 
works  and  surrendered  when  we  advanced  iu 
pursuit. 

On  the  evacuation  ot  the  valley,  the  ene- 
my crossed  all  his  cars  anil  locomotives  and 
burned  five  9pans  of  the  railway  bridge, 
which  can  be  repaired,  however,  iu  one  or 
two  days.  At  nine  this  (Mouday)  morning. 
Hooker's  corps  thre>v  down  pontoons  and 
cro.-sud  riear  Resaca',  while  Schofield  ia 
crossiug  on  the  left  near  Pelton  The  ca> 
airy  under  Stoneman  and  McCook,  com 
menced  the  pursuit  early  in  the  morning  and 
at  the  present  writing  they  are  engaging  the 
enemy  with  arlilley  Brisk  firing  can  be 
heard  and  the  rebel  rear  guard  areevidently 
meeting  with  a  warm  partiug saiute  from  our 
cavalry,  which  this  season  is  in  excellent 
trim  aud  superior  to  that  of  former  seasons. 


McCook,  Stonetaau  and  Kilpatrick  are  dash- 
ing officers,  who  never  refuse  a  fight,  and  in 

variably  whip  their  antagonists,  when  the 
forces  engaged  arc  at  all  equal. 

Two  battles,  two  defeats  and  two  retreats 
have  so  dispirited  the  enemy  that  it  is  almost 
idle  to  speculate  upon  what  he  will  probably 
do,  or  where  he  will  make  his  next  stand. 
Sherman  is  too  much  for  Johnston,  especial- 
ly on  the  flanking  process,  and  it  is  not  un- 
likely that  the  rebel  chieftain  will  retreat 
until  he  reaches  the  Altoona  range  of  moun- 
tains whero  he  can  better  protect  his  flanks 
than  he  could  at  Buzzard  Rpost  and  Sugar 
Valley  Citizens  and  deserters  say  that  the 
Altoona  Mountains  are  filled  with  very  pow 
erful  fortifications  capable  ot  great  resistance, 
and  that  the  enemy-will  make  a  stand  there 
and  give  us  battle.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the 
country  may  rely  upon  Sherman  and  Thom 
as,  and  the  invincible  lorce  they  command 
for  working  out  a  more  glorious  victory-  ou 
than  the  one  just  achieved. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  croakers  who  are 
never  satisfied  with  the  results  of  our  move 
ments  upon  the  enemy,  I  will  briefly  slate 
wherein  our  victory  consists  We'  have 
driven  the  enemy  over  forty  miles,  compel  ied 
him  to  evacuate  a  position  at  Buzzard  Roost 
that  may  be  justly  styled  the  3tro«g  hold  of 
the  Confederacy ;  recovered  a  large  amount 
of  territory,  repulsed  Johnston  in  every  at 
lack  upon  our  lines,  taken  4.0G0  prisoners, 
compelled  him  to  abandon  his  fortifications 
near  Resaca,  and  destroy  his  whole  ammuni- 
tion and  supply  trains,  inflicted  heavy  loss 
upon  him,  and  demoralised  his  army  to  a 
great  extent.  As  an  offset,  the  enemy  lias 
taken  but  100  or  150  prisoners,  inflicted  a 
loss  upon  us  equal  to  their  own,  and  by  their 
precipitate  retreat  stimulated  our  troops  to 
greater  efforts  when  they  again  meet  John 
ston  and  his  horde  upon  the  Geld  of  battle. 

To  ahoiv  that  Sherman  on  his'advance 
into  the  heart  of  Georgia  is  strongly  in  earn- 
est and  determined  to  conquer,  I  may  state 
that  he  keeps  the  railroad  communication 
with  his  army  complete  Three  hour  after 
the  evacuation  of  Dalton,  heavy  trains 
loaded  with  supplies  arrived  from  Ringgold, 
and  before  night  the  town  presented  quite  a 
business  aspect.  The  rear-guard  of  the  en- 
emy had  not  vacated  Resaca  two  hours,  ere 
the  familiar  whistle  of  Sherman's  train  was 
heard  by  the  retreating  army.  The  tele- 
graph line  was  kept  up  well  by  Captain  Van 
Duzen,  who  followed  in  rear  of  our  advanc- 
ing columns,  and  repaired  it  thoroughly 
Resaca  is  now  the  advanced  depot  for  sup- 
plying the  army,  which  is  well  provisioned 
with  bacon,  hard  tack,  coffee,  and  all  the  el 
cetera*  o(  the  commissary  department. 

The  strength  of  the  enemy-  is  variously 
estimated  at  from  55,000,  to  70,000,  by  pris- 
oners and  deserters.  Ths  better  informed 
however  place  their  numbers  at  55,000  to 
60,000  which  corresponds  with  estimates  fur- 
nished by  our  scouts  We  have  in  front 
Hood's  and  Hardee's  corps,  with  about  20.- 
000  of  Polk's  army  commanded  by  the 
Parson  in  person.  Among  the  general  offi 
cers  holding  commands,  Job  nston,  Hardee.

War  Newi  and  Army  Items 

Miv  20 — On  the  13th  May  there  was  an 
engagement  of  brief  duration  between  Han- 
cock's corps  el  Grants  army  and  a  large 
force  of  rebels  who  undertook  to  turn  our 
right  The  result  was  indecisive,  but  in 
favor  oi  Hancock's  men.  Breckinridge  is 
reported  to  have  joined  Lee.  It  is  said  that- 
Sigel  has  been  superseded,  by  Hunter. 

Iu  the  cavalry  fight  in  which  J.  E.  B 
Stuart  was  killed,  the  Richmond  papers 
stale  Henry  Clay  Pate  was  also  killed. 
Pate  was  famous  as  the  "Border  Ruffiian' 
commander  that  went  from  Missouri  to  cap 
ture  old  John  Brown  in  Kansas,  and  was 
himself  captured,  with  all  his  men,  by 
Brown  In  Stuart's  funeral  procession  there 
was  no  military  escort 

We  give  in  another  place  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  Sherman's  movements  at  Resaca 
and  Dalton.  The  following  despatch,  dated 
lOf  P.  M.,  May  19,  furnishes  the  latest  in- 
telligence we  have  from  him  : 

Maj.  Gen  Dti : — No  official  reports)  of 
military  operations  to  day  have  beeu  receiv- 
ed by  this  department  from  Gen.  Grant  or 
Butler  Reports  from  Oeneral  Sherman's 
command  dated  Kingston.  Georgia,  two  P. 
M.,  to-day  announces  that  Geueral  Sher- 
man reached  Kingston  and  encamped  last 
night.  This  afternoon  he  advanced  upon 
the  enemy,  who  again  retreated.  The  de- 
spatch says  that  while  it  was  being  written. 
Hooker  and  Howard's  guns  were  hammer 
ing  at  Johnston,  and  the  two  armies  were  in 
plain  sight  of  each  other,  two  miles  east  ot 
Kingston  Davis's  division  of  the  14th 
Corps  is  in  possession  of  Rome.  Gen.  Sher- 
man reports  the  weather  fine,  roads  good  and 
country  more  open  and  less  mountainous 
E  M.  STANTON. 
May  21.— At  OJ  o  clock,  P.  M  ,  May  20, 
the  Secretary  of  War  issued  the  following 
bulletin  •  — 

This  afternoon  we  have  despatches  dated 
at  8:30  this  morning  from  Grant  Last 
evening  an  effort  was  made  by  Ewell'a  corps 
to  turn  our  right.  They  were  promptly  re- 
pulsed by  Birney  s  division  and  some  of  War- 
ren's troops  that  were  on  the  extreme  right. 
About  300  prisoners  fell  into  our  hands,  be- 
sides many  killed  and  wounded.  Our  loss 
was  a  little  over  600  wounded,  150  killed  and 
missing.  Grant  says  probably  our  killed  and 
missing  are  overstated. 

Over  25,000  veteran  reinforcements  have 
been  forwarded  to  Gen.  Grant. 

Dispatches  from  Sherman  dated  Kingston, 
10  o'clock  last  night,  state  that  duriDg  the 
day  be  had  pushed  a  column  beyond  that 
place  in  pursuit  of  Johnston,  as  far  as  Cass- 
ville,  he  then  was  skirmishing  in  the  latter 
part  ol  the  day,  with  Hardee's  corp9.  The 
corps  were  expected  toreach  Kingston  to  dav. 
A  hard  fight  for  Atlanta  is  looked  lor.  No 
reports  have  been  received  from  Butler  to- 
day 

Gen.  Hunter  has  been  placed  in  command 
of  Western  Virginia,  including  the  Shenan 
doah  Valley. 

Late9t  dates  from  General  Canby  were 
from  Vicksburg.  The  Red  river  was  report 
ed  to  be  blockaded  by  the  shore  batteries  of 
the  enemy  at  different  points,  but  measures 
has  been  taken  here  which  were  believed  to 
be  adequate  for  cleari  ng  the  river  of  all  such 
obstacles  and  enable  him  to  march  to  Alex- 
andria, where  he  will  take  commanded  of 
the  array.  E  M.  STANTON. 

The  correspondent  of  the  New  York 
Times,  with  Butler,  says  : 

Butler's  campaign  up  to  the  close  ot  Mon- 
day's severe  engagement  ending  with  a  with- 
drawal from  our  advanced  position,  to  our 
entrenchment  at  Bermuda  Hundreds,  can 't 
be  regarded  as  a  defeat.  The  object  aimed 
al  was  accomplished,  and  was  decided  upon 
by  Butler,  even  it  his  whole  command  had 
to  be  sacrificed.  It  was  for  the  purpose  of 
attracting  the  attention  of  the  rebel  forces 
garrisoning  outer  defences  o(  Richmond, 
and  lavor  the  movement  ot  Kautz  upon  the 
Danville  and  Richmond  Railroad,  as  by  the 
breaking  of  that  communication  every  line 
of  travel  radiating  Irom  Richmond  by  which 
Lee  could  receive  supplies  for  his  army, 
would  be  cut.  This  correspondent  says  Gen. 
Heckman  was  taken  prisoner  in  Monday's 
tight,  while  the  Herald's  correspondent  de- 
tails with  particulars  how  he  and  his  com- 
mand fought  their  way  through  the  enemy's 
line  and  rejoined  our  lorces.

It  cau  not  be  denied  that  "the  world 
moves''  in  the  direction  of  successful  effort 
for  youthful  piety.  The  last  quarter  of  a 
century  has  done  wonders,  by  divine  grace 
to  demonstrate  that  God  looks  for  and  fiods 
piety  among  children.  The  present  history 
of  the  church  is  full  of  instances  of  holy 
effort  on  the  part  of  very  young  persons 
Witness  our  missionary  work;  the  influence 
which  Sunday  school  children  are  continual 
ly  exerting  at  iiome  often  upon  ungodly  pa- 
rents ;  the  increasing  roll  of  youthful  mem 
bera  in  all  our  churches,  and  the  deep  and 
growing  consciousness  on  the  part  of  minis- 
ters, parents,  and  teachers,  that  piety  among 
•bildren  is  a  reality  and  a  duty. 

Can  any  one  doubt,  setting  our  tiieories 
aside,  that  God  is  at  this  day  making  great 
use  of  the  influence  of  children,  in  advanc- 
ing his  cause?  The  little  words  and  the 
little  acts  of  youthful  piety  are  proving 
themselves  most  efficient  in  the  handsof  the 
Holt  Spirit. 

The  chain  of  providence*,  which  reaches 
after  and  saves  many  a  soul,  i9  found  to  be 
full  of  little  links  Let  us  put  on  record 
here  a  few  out  of  the  multitude  of  facta 
which  are  being  reported  in  our  Sunday 
school  circles.  They  cannot  help  stimula- 
ting our  efforts  in  the  right  direction 

A  little  girl  was  entering  the  front  door 
of  her  home,  one  Sabbath  noon,  having  left 
the  church  with  her  parents  before  the 
communion  service.  Her  parents  noticed 
that  she  wept  '  What'  a  the  matter,  Car- 
rie?" said  the  mother  "Oh,"  said  she,  "I 
am  so  sad  to  think  that  all  our  family  turned 
their  backs  on  Christ  to-day  !"  There  was  a 
volume  in  that  sentence. 

Another  girl,  four  years  old,  went  to  the 
seats  appropriated  to  the  communicants,  in 
company  with  a  pious  aunt.  Looking  up 
into  the  gallery,  she  saw  ber  own  Sabbath- 
school  teacher,  who  was  present  as  a  spec- 
tator. That  teacher  had  resisted  many  an 
affectionate  appeal,  and  still  remained  im- 
penitent. 

On  getting  home,  the  child  asked  her 
aunt  to  write  a  note  to  her  teacher  in  just 
her  own  words    Sho  dictated  as  follows 

"Dear  Teacher,  what  a  pity  I  You  won 't 
love  Jesus  and  come  down  and  take  bread 
and  wine  I" 

That  note  broke  the  teacher's  heart,  and, 
through  divine  grace,  brought  her  to  Christ. 

A  child  sat  at  the  table  with  her  parents. 
ISo  blessing  was  asked.  She  said,  eadily, 
looking  to  her  father,  "Why  don't  you  pray 
to  God  before  you  eat?"  "Who  told  you 
about  that,  my  child?"  said  he.  She  re- 
plied, "My  teacher.'  "Mother,"  she  asked, 
looking  earnestly  into  her  mother's  face, 
"What  did  you  ever  do  for  Jesus?  The 
mother  was  confused  The  child  then  turn 
ed  to  her  father,  "Father,  what  did  you  ever 
do  for  Jeeus  ?"  The  question  went  home  as 
d«  sermon  ever  d.'^  before 

A  mother  sat  by  the  window,  sorrowing 
lor  her  babe,  and  looking  across  the  road 
into  the  burying-gronnd  Her  boy,  ten 
•  ears  old,  came  lovingly  to  her  and  said 

'Mother,  why  do  you  cry'  I  have  often 
seen  you  very  tired  of  holding  the  baby  ; 
but  now  Jesu-  will  hold  her.  and,  if  he 
should  get  tired,  he  will  pass  her  ali  around 
among  the  angels." 

A  dying  girl  said  to  her  mother,  "Ma,  1 
don' t  want  to  die,  for  I  saw  where  they  put 
3us>  when  she  died.  The  grave  is  a  cold, 
gloomy  place  Won'  t  you  die  and  go  Into 
the  ground'  with  me  ?  1  am  afraid  to  go 
alone."  The  mother  could  say  nothing. 
She  only  looked  out  the  window,  and  sobbed 
At  length  the  father  came  in,  and  the  dying 
child  said  the  '•ame  thing  to  him.  With 
broken  words  lie  told  her  about  Jesus,  that 
her  parents  could  not  die  and  be  buried  with 
her.  She  turned  her  face  to  the  wall  very 
sadly  and  after  thinking  a  long  time,  rous- 
ed herself,  and  said,  "Papal  Mamma!  I  don't 
want  you  to  die  and  go  with  me.  1  am  uot 
afraid  to  die  now  I  have  asked  Jesus  to  be 
with  me  He  has  been  in  the  grave.  He 
promises  to  take  care  of  us  He  will  go 
with  me. 

Thus  she  died,  quietly  leaning  on  J  Bscs 
A  good  mau  writes  from  the  country  to  a 
mend  in  the  city  :  "Please  send  me  a  weep- 
ing ash  or  elm  for  the  grave  of  our  dear  boy 
— our  firstborn — our  only  son.  His  end 
wae  peace  Ue  prayed  for  peace  in  his 
sickness,  and  his  prayer  was  answered  He 
would  not  lei  us  weep.  'Don't  look  sad,' 
he  said  ;  'look  so'  (smiling  himself,)  at  the 
same  time  endurine  intense  pain  Father, 
forgive  me  all  my  faults!  God  has  forgiven 
me.  I  want  to  be  an  angel.  Oh,  mother.  I 
shnll  have  a  harp — a  golden  harp!'' 
So  he  died. 

A  very  little  girl,  in  England,  was  asked 
by  her  mother  if  she  knew  how  Christ 
could  save  her?  "0  yes,"  she  replied,  "I 
will  tell  you  One  day  I  was  naughty,  and 
went  up  into  the  nursery  Presently  I  heard 
nurse  coming  upstairsto  have  me  punished 
I  looked  round  to  see  what  I  could  do,  and 
I  saw  your  wide  dress  hanging  on  the  chair. 
1  ran  to  it,  and  covered  myself  all  over,  so 
that  nurse  could  not  see  even  my  feet.  Sow, 
just  so,  when  Rod  comes  to  punish  me  for 
iny  Bins,  I  run  to  Jtsus,  and  he  covers  me  all 
over,  so  that  God  can  not  see  even  my  feet." 

Instances  of  this  sort,  which  may  be  indef- 
initely multiplied,  prove  at  least  how  acces- 
sible early  childhood  is  to  religious  influence, 
and  how  capable  it  is  ol  appreciating  the 
real  essence  ol  piety. 

It  will  not  answer,  ol  course,  to  cite  such 
examples  as  proving  the  actual  conversion 
of  the  childreu  referred  to,  since  the  tests 
of  later  years  are  yet  to  be  applied.  Mauy 
children  pass  through  these  phases  of  ardent 
religious  experience,  whose  after  life  is  not 
in  accordance  with  ihe  promise  of  their 
youth.  But  perhaps  the  exceptional  cases 
in  adult  professore  of  religion  is  quite  as  fre- 
quent 

In  view  ol  incidents  like  these,  we  may 
tairly  ask  whether  adult  piety  usually  shows 
more  earnest,  courageous,  or  happy  signs  of 
religion  '  Do  not  such  things  seem  to  verify 
those  words  which  Christ  cited  from  the 
eighth  Psalm?  (Matt.  xxi.  16.)    Is  not  this 


Devotion  to  Christ. — Nothing  great  or 
valuable  is  accomplished  in  this  world,  save 
under  the  influence  of  a  master  purpose  or 
passion.  The  nraster  passion  of  the  true 
Christian  is  devotion  to  Cheist.  He  need 
not  wonder  at  his  cold,  comfortless,  inefficient 
state  while  his  bosom  is  unvisited  with  a 
thrill  of  this  devotion.  He  need  not  inquire 
about  creeds,  church  organizations,  benevo- 
lent societies  as  means  of  good,  or  suggest 
improvemeuts  in  their  machinery,  while  sel- 
fishness still  largely  reigns  in  his  heart.  It 
will  be  in  vain.  A  divided  heart  accom- 
plishes nothing  by  a  show  of  affection. 

We  must  give  up  our  idolatry  We  must 
be  prepared  for  a  true  self-surrender. — 
Having,  for  the  most  part,  passed  the  earlier, 
indistinct,  and  somewhat  deceiving  raptures 
of  the  young  Christian's  self-surrender,  let 
us  calmly,  sacramental lyi  consciously,  gitV 
ourselves  to  Christ  Let  us  make  no  reser 
vationa  Let  us  fall  at  His  cross,  glad  to  be 
tbere  on  any  terms.  Let  us  at  least  prayer- 
fully, humbly,  endeavor  to  make  the  great 
offering,  and  advance  a  step  nearer  to  the 
stature  of  perfect  men  in  Christ  Jesus.  The 
improved  tone  of  piety  will  be  evinced  in  the 
greater  measure  of  success  vouehsnfed  to  the 
Gospel — American  Presbyterian. 


How  to  Prevent  Wet  Febt. — A  writer 
in  the  Mechanics'  Magazine  says:  "I  have 
had  three  pairs  of  boots  for  tbe  last  six 
years,  and  I  think  I  will  not  require  any 
more  for  the  next  six  years  to  come.  The 
reason  is  that  I  treat  them  in  the  following 
manner  :  I  put  a  pound  each  of  resin  and 
tallow  in  a  pot  on  the  fire;  when  melted 
and  mixed,  I  apply  it  hot  with  a  painter's 
brush  until  neither  the  sole  nor  the  upper 
will  soak  any  more.  If  it  is  desired  that  the 
boot  should  immediately  take  polish,  dis- 
solve an  ounce  of  wax  in  a  teaspoonful  of 
turpentine  and  lampblack  A  day  or  two 
after  the  boots  have  been  treated  with  the 
resin  and  tallow,  rub  over  them  this  wax 
and  turpentine,  but  not  before  the  fire.  Thus 
the  exterior  will  have  a  coat  of  wax  alone,  and 
shine  like  a  mirror.  Tallow  and  grease  be- 
come rancid,  nnd  rot  the  stitching  or  leather; 
but  the  resin  gives  it  an  antiseptic  quality, 
which  preserves  the  whole  Roots  or  shoes 
should  be  so  large  as  to  admit  of  wearing 
cork  soles  Cork  is  so  bad  a  conductor  of 
heat  that  with  it  in  the  boots  the  feet  are 
alwavs  warm  on  the  coldest  stone  floor." 


Ax  Honest  Dbacov. — Deacon  N.,  was  an 
honest  old  codger,  a  kind  neighbor,  and  a 
good  christian,  believing  in  the  Presbyter- 
ian creed  to  the  furthermost  extent;  but 
lackaday!  the  deacon  would  occasionally 
get  exceedingly  mellow,  and  almoss)  every 
Sunday  at  dinner  he  would  indulge  in  his  fa 
vorite  cider  brandy  to  such  an  extent  that  it 
was  with  difficulty  that  he  reached  his  pew 
in  the  broad  ailse,  near  the  pulpit,  and  be- 
tween the  minister  and  village  squire  One 
Sunday  morning,  the  parson  told  his  flock

Khctbaeb  Pib  Plant. — As  the  season  is  at 
hand  when  rhubarb  is  about  the  only  green 
thing  suitable  for  pies,  it  is  well  that  those 
who  use  it  should  be  advised  of  the  danger, 
that  they  may  be  cautious.  The  London 
Gardiner's  Chronicle  cites  cases  of  severe 
illness  being  produced  by  using  the  swelling 
buds  of  the  pie  plant  for  tarts.  Several 
cases  are  also  mentioned  where  severe  or 
dangerous  illness  had  resulted  from  the  use 
of  the  leaves.  The  Albany  Cultivator  says; 
"We  have  known  a  similar  case  in  this  coun- 
try. Oxalic  acid  in  the  leaves  may  be  the 
cause.  Hence  caution  should  be  used  not  to 
employ  any  part  of  this  plant  as  food,  ex- 
cept that  which  experience  has  proven  to  be 
harmless."
